Previous formal Inactivity is explained in part by the 
prolonged illness of the past Chairman# end in part by the fact that 
none of the SC ambers felt that formal, meetings were necessary since 
most coordination could be carried out effectively by informal means. 

2. During the past several years the SC activity has consisted 
principally of s iaforsaX coordination of collection activities j dis- 
cussion of intelligence problems and egreessent oa statistical eoordi- 
nation of HIS s s; assistance to the ZAC Ad Hoc Ccsssittee oa Exchanges in 
the evaluation of delegation exchanges in this field? sad review of a 
GXA-proposed external research project oa "Establishing Economic Cri- 
teria for Adoption of Nuclear Power Plants.'
